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Tyson Brothers Took 592 
Pictures Of Battlefield 
Descendant Tells Society 


The story of the Tyson Broth­ 
ers, pioneer Gettysburg photog­ 
raphers, who roamed the battle­ 
field immediately after the battle 
here, taking at least 592 pictures 
of the battle area, was outlined 
Tuesday evening to the Adams 
County Historical Society by a 
descendant, 
Donald 
Tyson, 
of 
Gardners. 
"Their work must have been 
tremendous. I just don’t see how 
they accomplished it," Tyson said 
of his grandfather and great- 
uncle in his talk at the historical 
society meeting held in the so 
ciety’s meeting room in the Semi­ 
nary "Old Dorm." 
DESCRIBED PROCESS 
He described the method used 
in 1863 of placing a chemical on 
a clear glass plate. "Then it had 
to be shaken carefully so it would 
spread over all of the plate. The 
next step was to expose the pic­ 
ture and then fix the solution be­ 
fore it dried. A hundred years 
later the glass negatives are still 
hard—not brittle, and are in ex­ 
cellent condition. Prints can still 
be made from them. The method 
of wet plate photography must 
have been difficult enough in the 
studio. But there were pictures 
taken in the field. They had a 
co- ered wagon, which they used 
as their dark room on the field, 
and you can image the difficul­ 
ties involved in doing the work 
in a wagon." 
The plates they made of trees 
rapped by rifle and cannon fire 
on Culp's Hill, of Devil’s Den, and 
other places on the battlefield, 
produced stereopticon s l i d e s , 
which, when viewed Tuesday night 
were still as three dimensional 
as they were almost a century 
ago when originally made. 
R E F E R R E D TO 
GRANDFATHER 
Much of Tyson’s talk refererd 
to Charles John Tyson, his grand­ 
father, who remained in the pho­ 
tography business here for some 
time after the battle. 
During the battle the Tysons, 
along with other Gettysburgians, 
fled the town on July I, 1863. 
Donald Tyson read a letter writ­ 
ten by Charles J. Tyson in 1884 to 
a friend describing the battle 
events. "On the following Wednes­ 
day morning, July I, I arose to 
find Gettysburg swarming with 
Union soldiers and the stores all 
open and doing business. I opened

AUTO CRASHES 
SET NEW HIGH 
HERE FOR YEAR 


Adams County has already set 
one record for 1963. 
It will go down as the year with 
the greatest number of auto acci­ 
dents. 
It will also probably go into the 
records as the year with the most 
injured in auto accidents. 
So far this year state police 
from the local barracks have 
been called to investigate 407 auto 
accidents. That number, for ll 
months, exceeds any prior full 
year’s total. The closest was I960 
with 397. 
I I FATALLY HURT 
Three hundred and four persons 
have been injured in the accidents 
during the ll months. The prior 
record for injured was 318 set in 
1955. If only 15 persons are in­ 
jured in accidents during Decem­ 
ber, a new record will have been 
set. 
The toll on the highways for the 
first ll months of this year is 407 
accidents in which 18 persons 
have been killed, 304 injured and 
damage totaling $274,584. 
Already five more persons have 
been killed on the county’s high­ 
ways inauto accidents so far this 
year than were slain by the auto 
in 1962, when 13 were killed dur­ 
ing the entire year. 
41 NOVEMBER CRASHES 
But the 18 listed as killed so far 
should not result in a new high 
tally by the entire year. Normally 
but one, or two or three are 
killed in a given month. The worst 
year for numbers kilted was 1957 
when 26 were slaughtered on the 
county's highways. In 1959 there 
were 24 deaths; in 1958, 23; in 
1955 , 25. Usually the "death crop" 
is below 20. 
During November, according to 
the state police recapitulation of 
activities, there were 41 accidents, 
in which three persons were killed 
(all on Thanksgiving Day1, 36 in­ 
jured and damage totaled $28,140. 
In November a year ago there 
were 37 accidents in which one 
person was killed, 16 hurt and 
damage was $35,230. 
During last month the local po­ 
lice made 157 arrests on traffic 
charges. They also made 28 ar­ 
rests on criminal charges.

Pope Paul Decrees Vast 
Reforms In Worship And 
Announces Holy Land Trip

VATICAN CITY (AP)—Pope 
Paul VI decreed a vast reform 
of Roman Catholic worship to­ 
day, called on the bishops of his 
church to share with him in its 
government, 
and 
then 
an­ 
nounced he would make an his­ 
toric trip to the Holy Land next 
month. 
The 66-year-old Roman Cath­ 
olic ruler, in office scarcely five 
months, took the actions at a 
momentous closing meeting in 
St. Peter’s Basilica of the sec­ 
ond session of his Ecumenical 
Council. 
He and his bishops gave Ro­ 
man Catholicism its first two 
councilor decrees in 93 years— 
one on liturgy, the other on 
mass communications — and 
then recessed the council until 
September. 
NO IDLE RECESS 
But Pope Paul made clear 
that the nine-month recess would 
not be an idle period. He told

Catholicism's first councilar de­ 
cree since a Vatican council 
proclaimed the dogma of papal 
infallibility in 1870.

The 12,000-word decree repre­ 
sents the most far - reaching 
change in Roman rite liturgy 
since the 3rd Century when Lat­ 
in replaced Greek in the West­ 
ern church. 
MODERN LANGUAGE 
Among other things, the de­ 
cree grants permission for the 
use of modern languages in­ 
stead of Latin in the Mass and 
Sacraments. 
American bishops announced 
they would make full use of the 
permission to substitute English 
for Latin. They said they plan 
to meet next spring to approve 
English translations. 
Substitution of modern lan­ 
guages for Latin and other ma­ 
jor points of the decree were 
made known in summary form 
during the past months of coun­ 
cil debate.

“By now the cannonading 
was going on in good earnest and 
people on Chambersburg St. were 
advised to go further uptown.” 
They locked the door of their 
house, started toward the square 
with their trunk in a wheel har­ 
row. They met a friend in a wag­ 
on and transferred the trunk to 
it. On Baltimore St. they found 
other residents of the town and 
stayed there until after 2 o’clock. 
Then an officed warned all of 
them to leave since it was ex­ 
pected the town would be shelled. 
They fled first to Daniel Benner’s 
and “before we got there it was 
raining torrents.” Eventually they 
went to Littlestown wile re they 
stayed until after the battle was 
over. Returning. Tyson found his 
studio undamaged, but a barrel of 
95 per cent alcohol in the base­ 
ment had been emptied by the 
Confederates. 
OPENED STUDIO IN 1859 
Charles John Tyson and his 
brother.

PARK HAS NEGATIVES 
The glass negatives made by 
the Tysons of the battlefield 
scenes ranged in size from 4 by 
8 inches to 14 by 17 inches. By 
December, 1863, one of the Get­ 
tysburg newspapers, comment­ 
ing on the photographs, noted 
they “have become of great val­ 
ue.” About 300 of the negatives 
are now owned by the National 
Park Service. 
In 1863, the Tysons hired as an 
apprentice 13-year-old 
W. H. 
Tipton. In 1865, Isaac Tyson 
sold his interest to Charles and 
went hack to Philadelphia, and 
W. H. Tipton was named to run 
the studio. In 1868, Charles J. 
Tyson sold the studio to Tipton 
and George Myers.

Charles Tyson bought out My­ 
ers and then the firm was 
known as Tyson and Tipton. In

BECAME NURSERYMAN 
Charles Tyson arrived in Get­ 
tysburg “with $10 cash and a 
debt of $150.” His photography 
business proved successful, but 
his eventual wealth came from 
various enterprises. In 1864 he 
bought a one-third interest in 
Cyrus Griest’s nursery, “Spring­ 
dale,” in Quaker Valley. In 
1867 he purchased the remain­ 
ing interest in the nursery* In 
1875 he sold the nursery busi­ 
ness. In 1881 he became a char­ 
ter subscriber to the Susque­ 
hanna Fertilizer Works, Balti­ 
more. and two years later be­ 
came president of that concern. 
His home was lighted by acet­ 
ylene gas — made in a special 
“gas house” on the farm. He 
devised a method by which a 
“pull-on” chain attached to the 
lights ignited the gas, thus avoi 
ing 
the 
necessity 
of 
using 
matches. Donald Tyson said he 
learned as a youth of another 
device his grandfather had at­ 
tached to the gas lights. Donald 
Tyson was intrigued by the gas 
lights and, being in a room alone 
far removed from his grand­ 
mother, he experimented with 
turning the light on and off.

art of photography at the age 
of 13.”

the person’s desire to do this.” 
ELABORATES ON STATEMENT 
Elaborating in an interview on 
an address on local ecumenicity 
prepared for a business session 
of the assembly. Rev. Seger­ 
hammar offered this example 
as one of the difficulties: 
“ Who is going to give the au­ 
thority for our Roman Catholic 
friends to speak. After all, I 
don't speak for the Lutheran 
Church.” 
Mean w h i l e , the Rev. Dr. 
Franklin Clark Fry, president of 
the Lutheran Church in Ameri­ 
ca, said in another interview 
that “the basic need for Chris­ 
tian unity is for all of us to unite 
in our worship of God and our 
acceptance of his grace in Jesus 
C hrist” 
Dr. Fry was asked for com­ 
ment on a proposal Monday in 
the Vatican City by 
B i s h o p 
Frantisek Toir-asek of Czecho­ 
slovakia 
for 
an 
ecumenical 
council of both Roman Catholic 
and Orthodox bishops. 
RECEIVES COMMENTS 
He said he would not comment 
without seeing the full text of 
the proposal. 
Asked if he would be recep­ 
tive to a similar proposal, Dr. 
Fry, chairman of the Central 
Committee of the World Council 
of Churches, replied: 
“One has to know the attitude 
of everyone concerned. Let me 
see the invitation (from the Vat­ 
ican) first.” 
Rev. Seger h a m rn a r said 
there are certain church bodies 
who feel they have the only true 
insight and no one else has.” 
“ But sitting down and talking 
together,” 
he 
continued, 
“ it 
could help elim inate fears. I 
think nothing happens in the 
world permanently until it has 
been worked out at the local lev­ 
el and accepted at the local lev­ 
el. 
INFORMATION NOT USED 
“ We do a lot of talking to our­ 
selves. We need to filter into the 
local 
level, 
information 
has 
given at the local level but I’m 
afraid it hasn’t been used inter- 
denominationally on the local 
levels.” 
In his address, Rev. Seger­ 
ham m ar said local clergymen 
do not often have an opportuni­ 
ty to attend national or interna­ 
tional ecumenical gatherings.

State fiscal officials said Pres

Nov. 22 and the subsequent clos 
ing of businesses across the 
state upset state projections for 
at least four days of November.

5 RAIL UNIONS 
JOIN TO UPSET 
FEDERAL RULE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Five 
rail unions banded together to­ 
day for a legal attempt to upset 
a federal arbitration ruling and 
the 
emergency law Congress 
passed to avert a nationwide 
strike. 
The unions said that, under 
the arbitration decision to elimi­ 
nate thousands of jobs, 
“the 
r a i l r o a d corporations would 
make a handsome profit at the 
expense of their employes’ free­ 
dom .” 
In 
a 
joint 
statement, 
the 
chiefs of the five train operat­ 
ing unions said a suit challeng­ 
ing last Tuesday's arbitration 
ruling will be filed in federal 
court here Friday. 
They also authorized their at­ 
torneys to file another suit at­ 
tacking the constitutionality of 
last 
August’s emergency law 
under which the arbitration rul­ 
ing was made. 
Friday is the deadline under 
the law for challenging the a r­ 
bitration ruling 
There is no 
deadline for filing the unions’ 
court challenge of the law, and 
no date was set. 
The planned legal action add­ 
ed a few more knots to the 
snarled, 
four • year - old work 
rules dispute that has so far de­ 
fied settlement efforts under the 
Railway Labor Act, the Labor 
Departm ent, a special presiden­ 
tial emergency board and Con­ 
gress. 
Nearly 200 railroads a r t in­ 
volved. 
The unions refuse to accept 
last week’s ruling of the arbi­ 
tration board to eliminate slow­ 
ly 90 per cent of some 32,000 
firem en’s jobs, and to give the 
National Mediation Board pow­ 
er to impose binding decisions 
on the size of train crews if the 
parties can’t settle that issue on 
a local basis. 
The ruling on the firem en’s 
issue guaranteed job protection 
for most of the 40,000 men in­ 
volved.

PARIS (AP)—A British Cab­ 
inet member opposed Tuesday any 
nonaggression pact between the 
Atlantic Alliance and Warsaw 
Treaty powers that would weak­ 
en the Western position on Ger­ 
many.

service 
told the American Medical As­ 
sociation today of 12 patients 
who weighed ai least twice what 
they should. 
The 
heaviest 
weighed 640 
pounds at the start of treat­ 
ment. In nine weeks he lost 97 
pounds, 
almost 
ll 
pounds a 
week. But he failed to continue 
treatment. 
Two patients, a woman scal­ 
ing 406 pounds to start and a 
man weighing 363 each lost 130 
pounds in 51 and 27 weeks, re­ 
spectively, Fineberg said. 
TWO PHASES 
His treatm ent consists of two 
phases. The first is intensive 
with a diet of 900 calories a 
day, drugs to curb appetite, and 
drugs to get rid of excess wa­ 
ter. The treatm ent lasts two to 
12 months. 
Control is modified In the sec­ 
ond phase, which Fineberg says 
should continue for life. It in­ 
cludes dieting, drugs, education 
about eating and psychother 
apy. 
Fineberg said prolonged salt 
and 
water 
retention 
during 
weight reduction can probably 
be blamed for most failures in 
treatment of obesity. 
He explained that water re 
tention can cause a weight gain 
even while a patient is main 
taining a low caloric intake and 
actually losing fat tissues. The 
discouraged patient often then 
abandons treatm en t

WASHINGTON (AP) — There 
are two Presidents Johnson just 
as there were two Presidents 
Kennedy: the public president 
and the president at work inside 
the White House. 
One is the talking president 
saying the nice and pleasant 
things that cheer the American 
heart even when dressed in gen­ 
eralities and sometimes deco­ 
rated with the obvious. 
The other is the doing presi­ 
dent busy with problems and 
people in the privacy of his of­ 
fice or on the telephone. Some­ 
times the two presidents overlap 
and become one because the 
uses of the presidency have 
changed. 
IN JFK FOOTSTEPS 
Before television a president 
who wanted to get himself and 
his ideas across to the nation 
had to depend on public appear­ 
ances before limited audiences 
on radio. Most of the time he 
had to depend on deeds alone. 
Kennedy, winning the presi­ 
dency by a slim election m ar 
gin. felt from the beginning the 
need to create in the public 
mind confidence in him and. if 
possible, affection. The grief at 
his death showed he filled both 
ambitions . 
It’s no wonder he was con­ 
stantly before the camera. Nor 
is it any wonder Johnson lost no 
time going before the public in 
person on television in his talks 
to Congress, for example, and 
his talk on Thanksgiving Day. 
He had even greater need 
than Kennedy to reassure the 
public the presidency was in 
safe and competent hands. Ken­ 
nedy was elected to it, Johnson 
had it thrust upon him. 
EMPHASIZES CONTINUITY 
Knowing that Kennedy had 
broad public confidence, John 
son 
from the beginning 
has 
sought to identify himself as one 
with Kennedy and his programs 


He emphasizes continuity. 
He even adopted some of Ken­ 
nedy’s homely touches, like us­ 
ing the same kind of rocking 
chair, or dropping in suddenly 
on friends at their home. There 
is a chance he may overdo this 
folksy routine. 
In time, as he gets adjusted 
to the White House and can be­ 
gin to gauge public reaction to 
his presidency he should work 
out his own techniques in public 
relations, a field in which he 
now must have an additional 
concern. 
CERTAIN TO RUN 
He will almost certainly seek 
election next year. 
But in his years in Congress 
Johnsons g r e a t e s t abilities 
were not in public speaking or 
public appearances but in an 
endless, tireless effort behind 
the scenes to get done what he 
wanted done as smoothly as he 
could. 
He has been very shrewd at 
this. 
Johnson told Congress he in 
tended to fight for Kennedy’s 
civil rights and tax-cut pro­ 
grams. 
TALKING ECONOMY 
Southern opposition to civil 
rights has beer so strong John 
son knows he can’t get that pro­ 
gram through this year. He can 
try 
in 
1964. 
But 
he quickly 
called Negro leaders to confer­ 
ence In the White House. 
Senate opposition to a tax cut, 
unless the White House reduced 
government spending, made a 
cut this year impossible. John­ 
son at once began talking econ­ 
omy. He talkin’ about it publicly 
and in the White House. 
This is one example of where 
the public and private Johnson 
overlaps. There will, no doubt, 
be plenty more of it. He is mak­ 
ing his private activities public­ 
ly known as he goes along.

and the other lean. When I diet, 
my husband drops weight, too, 
and he needs to hold onto every 
pound. 
The Answer: For everyone in 
a family, the key to weight con­ 
trol is serving balanced menus at 
every meal and then regulating 
portions to each person’s needs. 
In that way, sound nutrition and 
a desirable calorie count is as­ 
sured for all. Moreover, the onus 
of preparing special diet dishes 
is eliminated. 
As a guide to menu-making, 
here is a sample dinner menu 
with reducing portions given in 
brackets: 
Meat loaf (I medium slice); 
scalloped potato (I tablespoon); 
steamed carrots (generous serv­ 
ing); bread and butter (See Foot­ 
note I); mixed green salad (see 
Footnote 2); snow pudding (4 
cup); fortified mHk for under­ 
weights. 
Footnote I: A reducer is per­ 
mitted two slices of bread daily 
and one tablespoon of butter or 
the equivalent in other oils. At 


what meal they are taken is op­ 
tional. Footnote 2: A reducer is 
wise to set aside a portion of 
salad greens for herself and to 
toss it with low-cal dressing. The 
small effort saves as much as 90 
calories. 
Now, the meal given, just how 
do the calories add up. With one 
slice of lightly-buttered 
bread, 
the reducer’s count is a low 420 
calories. Double the servings for 
others and the total, with milk, 
mounts to over 1.000 calories— 
more than enough to put flesh on 
thin bones, if the rest et the day’s 
meals are equally hefty.

LONDON — Napoleon once 
referred to the English as a 
"nation of shopkeepers." Were 
the little Corsiran Corporal still 
around, he would have no rea­ 
son to change his mind. 
Trading stamps and what to 
do about them is making In­ 
creasingly tall front page head­ 
lines. Three weeks ago the chief 
of a large retail chain picked 
up two inches on an inside page 
with the comfortable idea that 
trading stamps were a passing 
fad — a recent American gim­ 
mick that would not delude, 
value-minded, 
English 
house­ 
wives. 


TH BN 
CAMB 
a somewhat 
more impressive blurb about a 
cargo plane from America land­ 
ing with tons rind tons of trad­ 
ing stamps 
under guards, to 
satisfy the n-eds of a rival 
chain of stores who wanted to 
give stamps a trial run. 
Now the battle is on. Every­ 
one appears to be making money 
except the husbands who give 
their weekly psy checks to the 
housewives One front page, un­ 
der 
a 
seven 
column 
head, 
screams: 
"Shops 
boom 
as 
stamp war hots up: For house­ 
wives it is a craze like bingo." 
A London branch manager for 
a chain known as the Fine Fare 
reports a "30 to 40 per cent in­ 
crease in customers.” In Lei­ 
cester, a Midlands borough of 
about a quarter of a million, 
the manager of a giant outlet 
of a major chain, records the 
most unique complaint in the 
history of retail selling. 


WHEN H I advertised stamps 
ami premiums he had such a 
flood of housewife customers 
that "12 women fainted." The 
sales force «as 
"completely 
overwhelmed.' 
Display stands 
were overturned; "goods were 
knocked 
from 
shelves." 
The 
manager had to chase out the 
customers. close all doors and 


re-admit them in small groups. 
Still jittery, he concluded; "It 
was . . . frightening." 
In Birmingnam a manager 
for the same chain reported a 
similar 
deluge of customers 
and more calmly decided it was 
a craze no worse than bingo 
"The housewives think more of 
their stamps than they do of 
their money.” 
Oddly enough the stores re­ 
sisting the stamp craze insist 
their business is also up. They 
attribute it to the influx of in­ 
telligent housewives who have 
readily seen through "the sham 
of It all." 


NOW THE POLITICIANS are 
getting into the act. Quite nato 
rally a Socialist Party member 
of Parliament from Swindon, 
a railroad town near Bristol, 
views the current stamp war 
as the nefarious blandishments 
of capitalism in its most horri­ 
ble form. To him the whole 
thing is "a silly symbol of trans- 
Atlantic affluence. . . . It is a 
good example of private profit 
retailing gone made.” 


AND WHILE the housewives 
are making news in the trading 
stamp 
craze, 
their 
teenage 
daughters 
are 
screeching, 
swooning, blocking traffic and 
often precipitating riots out of 
adoration for a rock - and - roil 
foursome (three 
guitars

drums) known as The Beatles 
Their trademark 
consists 
of 
mop-headed, sheep dog haircuts 
that move then brows down to 
the eye-lashes.

FIRST AMPULES 
OF KREBIOZEN 
HELD ONLY OIL 


CHICAGO (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration, in a 
new attack mi the controversial 
cancer 
drug 
Krebiozen. 
has 
charged that ampules of the 
drug sold before 1960 contained 
nothing but mineral oil. 
The accusation, made in an 
affidavit filed Monday in U.S. 
District Court, said that a test 
of drug ampules also revealed 
that those sold before 1960 were 
different from those sold in 1963 
Neither of the ampules con­ 
tained any of the powder identi­ 
fied last July by Dr. Stevan Du- 
rovic as "Krebiozen" the affida­ 
vit said. 
Spokesmen said it is believed 
to be the first time the govern­ 
ment 
agency 
has 
publicly 
asserted 
that 
Krebiozen 
has 
been sold. 
AFFIDAVIT FILED 
The affidavit was filed in sup­ 
port of the government’s motion 
to dismiss a complaint filed by 
Durovic, the developer of the 
drug, seeking to halt a FDA in­ 
vestigation into the manufacture 
and distribution of the drug. 
The FDA’s report was filed 
by Joseph Levine, a government 
chemist. He said analyses of 
Krebiozen capsules ahipped in 
interstate commerce since 1960 
show they contain mineral oil 
plus minute amounts of amyl 
alcohol and a creatine deriva­ 
tive that will dissolve the min­ 
eral oil. 
SALES HALTED 
The sale and shipment of 
Krebiozen was halted earlier 
this year after the FDA alleged 
that creatine had no effect on 
cancer. The government also 
contends 
creatine 
is 
readily 
available in meat and is found 
in the human body. 
In the affidavit, the FDA re­ 
asserted its charge that Krebio- 
7cn in powder form was posi­ 
tively Identified as creatine. 
The agency said the Krebio­ 
zen ampules that were analyzed 
were supplied by Dr. Durovic 
on May 9 and June 8 this year.

ampules 
had 
b e e n 
shipped by Dr. Durovic’s firm, 
Promak Laboratories, Inc., Chi­ 
cago, before 1960, the affidavit 
said. 
Durovic said the laboratories 
have made only one sale of the 
drug in interstate commerce, 
but contributions from those 
who used the drug were accept­ 
ed.

Assassin's Bullet Similar 
To That Of Lincoln In '65

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ “His 
wound is mortal; it is impossi­ 
ble for him to recover,” 
These were the words of the 
first doctor to reach Abraham 
Lincoln’* side after an assas­ 
sin’s bullet crashed 
into the 
back of his head almost a cen­ 
tury ago. 
Ironically, they were almost 
echoed by Dr 
Malcolm Perry 
of Parkland Hospital in Dallas 
where President Kennedy was 
rushed after he was shot by an 
issassin Nov. >2 
“We never had any hope of 
saving his life ” Dr. Perry told 
newsmen within a few hours 
after Kennedy’s death was an­ 
nounced 
MEDICAL PARALLEL 
Another medical parallel be 
tween the two tragedies is to be 
found in a report written in 1954 
by Col Hugh R. Gilmore Jr . a 
former curator of the medical 
museum of the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology 
Summarizing various records 
of Lincoln’s case 
Col. Gilmore 
had this to say about the medi 
cal care given Lincoln immedi­ 
ately after the shooting, while 
the mortally wounded President 
still was In the box at Ford The 
ater: 
“Three Army doctors in the 
audience rushed to the box—ihe 
wound was located and artifi­ 
cial respiration applied, for the 
patient was pulseless and his 
breathing was hardly evident.” 
HAD NO PULSE 
Dr. 
Perry 
who 
attended 
President 
Kennedy, said that 
shortly after he reached the 
president’s side in the em er­ 
gency room, the chief execu- 
tive’a heart action failed and 
“there was no palpable pulse 
beat.” 
“Nevertheless, he and a team 
of other doctors administered 
all the various emergency pro­ 
cedures in the futile attempt to 
save the President’s life. 
President Lincoln, according 
to Gilmore’s account, “respond­ 
ed somewhat” to the first aid 
given him In the theater box, 
“ and about fifteen minutes aft 


er the shooting be wgs carried to 
a house across the street . . . he 
was given a little brandy which 
he 
swallowed 
but 
later 
at 
tempts to give brandy w ert un 
successful.” 
Could the best modern brain 
surgery’ have saved Lincoln’s 
life? 
HAD LITTLE CHANCE 
A couple of years ago. Col 
George J. Hayes, chief neuro­ 
surgeon of Walter Reed Army 
Hospital, and a close student ot1 
the 
Lincoln 
medical 
history, 
said in a lecture that, even with 
such 
surgery, 
Lincoln 
would 
have had no batter than a 10-50 
chance of surviving. 
“With the type of Injuries he 
had . . . I don’t think we (modern 
brain 
surgeons) really would 
have 
done 
much 
better,” 
he 
added 
There was another sad paral­ 
lel between the lives and deaths 
of the two Presidents. 
The chair Lincoln was sitting 
in when he was shot was ont

Most Republican members op­ 
pose on principle the idea of by­ 
passing committees by getting 
a majority of the House mem­ 
bers to sign a petition, and have 
little sympathy with the drive 
getting under way to move the 
civil rights bill to the floor in | 
such a manner. 
DISCUSS QUICK ACTION 
Meanwhile, civil rights lead­ 
ers gather today in what was 
described as "an extraordinary 
session" to discuss means of 
implementing President John­ 
son's appeal for quick action on 
civil rights legislation. 
The group—including Rov Wil­ 
kins of the NA ACP and Dr. 
Martin Luther King—is expected 
to represent more than 70 or­ 
ganizations and plans to hold a 
closed meeting before visiting 
President Kennedy’s grave in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 
To speed up House action on 
the bill. Speaker John W. Mc­ 
Cormack. D-Mass., said Tues­ 
day plans are going ahead to 
have a discharge petition filed 
Monday. 
Democratic 
leaders 
are hoping to have a large num­ 
ber of Democrats sign up at 
once. 
WANT ISO SIGNATURES 
They would like to get as 
many as 150 signatures by Tues­ 
day, in which case they feel Re­ 
publicans would be under heavy 
public pressure to supply the 
rest of the names needed to 
reach 218—a majority. 
Such a strategy is almost cer­ 
tain to 
produce 
resentment 
among Republicans who sup­ 
port the civil rights bill, but who 
have never signed a discharge 
petition and never plan to. 
They contend that Republi­ 
cans have done enough to help 
get a civil rights bill to make 
them immune from such pres­ 
id e s. 
COMPROMISE BILL 
The bill now in the Rules 
Committee was 
worked 
out 
largely by the Justice Depart­ 
ment and key GOP members of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
as a compromise to break a 
committee deadlock. 
The original report contains 
stinging criticism of the bill by 
Southern Democrats, and seven 
Republicans took it upon them­ 
selves to provide a rebuttal. 
The Republicans called the 
bill the most significant legisla­ 
tion to come before Congress 
"in our lifetime," and wrote a 
strong endorsement of each of 
its IO provisions.

UN TO APPROVE 
ARMS EMBARGO 
ON S. AFRICANS 


UNITED 
NATIONS,

Y. 
(AP)—The U.N. Security Coun­ 
cil Is expected to approve today 
a Norwegian resolution calling 
for a worldwide arms embargo 
aimed at forcing South Africa to 
abandon its racial policies. 
Norway’s proposal reportedly 
won reluctant support from the 
African bloc after behind-the- 
scene bargaining showed that 
the African demand for a total 
trade boycott of South Africa 
would run the risk of a Western 
power veto. 
SOVIET SUPPORT 
The Soviet Union complained 
that the Norwegian proposal did 
not go far enough, but indicated 
it would support it. 
The resolution calls for the 
toughest action by U N. mem­ 
bers since South Africa’s apart­ 
heid policy of racial segregation 
was attacked in the U N. 17 
years ago. 
Designed to paralyze South 
Africa's arms industry, it goes 
considerably beyond a council 
resolution in August calling for 
a limited arms embargo. 
The 
Norwegian 
resolution 
calls on all nations to observe 
the previous resolution and also 
to halt at once sale and ship­ 
ment of equipment and materi­ 
als for the manufacture and 
maintenance of arms and am­ 
munition in South Africa. 
WANT ACTION 
Soviet Ambassador Nikolai T. 
Fedorenko told the council ap­ 
peals to South Africa for moder­ 
ation had proved useless. 
"The time for half measures 
is over," he said. 
Fedorenko said the council 
should call for a general trade 
embargo and asserted South 
Africa "is unworthy of being a 
member of the United Nations." 
The South African govern­ 
ment has ignored more than 
two dozen resolutions against 
apartheid and there has been 
no indication its policy will be 
any more affected by an arms 
boycott. 
The United States and Brit­ 
ain, who carry on the heaviest 
trade with South Africa, op­ 
posed the proposal for an eco­ 
nomic boycott, arguing that it 
would be illegal and w o u l d 
serve little purpose.

Bureau is launching "an agency 
by agency, department by de­ 
partment examination of the 
budget.”

By FRANCES LEW IN E 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP)—A home 
with a history and a warmth, 
filled with the art she loves, will 
greet Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy 
when she walks into her bor­

The new address for the for­ 
mer First Lady—3038 N St.—is 
a three-story red brick dwelling 
with plenty of room. Undersec­ 
retary of State and Mrs. W. Av- 
erell Harriman, who own the 
house, have turned it over to the 
former First Lady and her chil­ 
dren and have moved into a ho­ 
tel. 
From the entrance hallway, 
with etchings by Picasso and 
Matisse in the stairwell, to the 
picturesque dormered t h i r d 
floor bedrooms, it is furnished 
for elegant and comfortable liv­ 
ing. 
MANY FIREPLACES 
The dining room seats up to 
18 comfortably. 
There are fireplaces in all but 
one room and the house con­ 
tains a collection of French, 
English and Chinese lacquer 
furniture and Lowestoft china. 
And the art collection would be 
the pride of a museum. 
In the rear is a spacious, 
block-long walled and terraced 
garden, with boxwood and mag­ 
nificent magnolia trees and a 
swimming pool. 
LIKE WHITE HOUSE 
As she walks over the two 
Iranian rugs (gift of the shah) 
in the entrance hallway, past a 
Louis XV console with a big 
carved mirror of the same peri­ 
od of France’s grandeur, Mrs. 
Kennedy will be in an atmos­ 
phere not unlike what she cre­ 
ated in the White House. 
The history books of George­ 
town indicate this house dates 
back to the same period as the 
mansion at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Ave. which Mrs. Kennedy is va­ 
cating after almost three years. 
It is said to have been built 
in 1800, the same year Presi­ 
dent John Adams moved into 
the unfinished White House. 
ONCE SCRANTON'S 
It was announced Tuesday 
that Mrs. Kennedy will move in 
Friday. There is no indication 
iwhen President Johnson and his 
family will take occupancy of 
the White House, but probably 
soon.

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Lung Cancer Death Rate 
Is 11 Times Higher For 
Smokers, Survey Shows 


PORTLAND. Or*. (AP)—You 
ire past 40: Been smoking since 
age 15 or before? Inhale? A 
new barrage of figures linking 
smoking to disease and death 
may seem centered on you. 
The broadest study of the sub­ 
ject yet made shows death rates 
increase with extent of expo­ 
sure to cigarette smoke, says 
the American Cancer Society. 
Its report today came on the 
heels of a proposal by the 
American Medical Association’s 
Board of Trustees for a re­ 
search program on tobacco and 
health “beyond statistical evi­ 
dence.” 
The American Cancer Soci­ 
ety's report was based on 422.* 
094 men who filled out detailed 
questionnaires and then were 
traced for an average of 34.3 
months. 
Dr E. Cuyler Hammond, the 
society’s director of statistical 
research, outlined the new find­ 
ings at the 17th annual clinical 
meeting of the American Medi­ 
cal Association. The figures con­ 
firm previous findings and go 
further, he said. 
HE'S PIPE SMOKER 
Pipe-smoking Dr. Hammond 
reported death rates were far 
higher among cigarette smokers 
than n o n s m o k e r s , they in­ 
creased with amount of smok­ 
ing. and they were lower among 
ex-smokers of a year or longer 
than among current smokers. 
The latest study, aimed at re­ 
futing challenges to six earlier 
ones, includes many new fac­ 
tors. One part of it compares 
death rates of 36.975 matched 
pairs (one smoker and one non­ 
smoker). 
The “twins’* were matched 
for age. race. height, urban or 
rural residence, and numerous 
other characteristics—even de­ 
gree of baldness and frequency 
of eating fried foods. The smok­ 
er in each pair used a pack of 
cigarettes a day or more. 
HIGHER DEATH RATE 
Of the 36.975 matched pairs. 
1.385 of the smokers died during 
the study compared with 662 of 
the nonsmokers. 
Lung cancer killed HO of the 
smokers. 12 of the nonsmokers. 
Fifteen smokers died of emphy­ 
sema, 
another 
lung disease, 
compared 
with 
I 
nonsmoker. 
More than twice as many smok­ 
ers 
as 
nonsmokers . (684 
and 
vl2> died of two arterial dis­ 
eases. Other causes felled 576 
smokers compared with 329 of 
the nonsmoking “twins." 
Among smokers age 40 to 69 
who started before age 15 the 
death rate was 2.9 as high as 
among those who never smoked 
regularly. 
OTHER DISEASES TOO 
Lung cancer death rates of 
current cigarette smokers were 
ll times as high as nonsmokers 
—18 times as high among very 
heavy smokers. 
The American Tobacco Insti­ 
tute has said conclusive scien­ 
tific evidence is lacking to show 
connection between cancer and 
amoking. 
Dr. Hammond said other dis 
eases found related to cigarette 
smoking included cancer of the 
mouth, throat and bladder, and 
. gastric ulcers.

Oswald, the 24-year-old Marxist 
charged with the Kennedy as­ 
sassination, and Ruby, 52, a 
Dallas night spot owner who 
gunned down Oswald before na 
tional television viewers just 
two days later. 
UPSET RADIO SECRETS 
In Washington’, a former Ma­ 
rine Corps lieutenant in whose 
unit Oswald served for a time 
John E. Donovan, said Oswald’s 
military discharge and depar 
ture for Russia in 1959 caused 
stir. 
“That compromised all our 
secret radio frequencies, call 
signs and a u t h e n t i c a t i o n 
codes," said Donovan, now 
physics teacher in a pr i v a te 
school. “He knew the location of 
every unit on the West Coast and 
the radar capability of every 
installation. We had to spend 
thousands of man-hours chang 
ing everything."
